Universal Suffrage. 

Tho toraa • nnlveraal sufifrage,' as 
commonly used IQ Boglisli-gpealiing 
comiDUuities is BomotimeB misapproheiid" 
ed Uiidor ilio system known by that ap- 
polation the franchise is not -qaiie as 
broad as tho plira'^oology would natural- 
ly imply. Wo are not aware of any 
constitutional government v/hich admits 
tho entiro populaliou to its franchise, 
ladeod, it is popularly" understood as 
only comprising within iis amplo scope 
all male sabjools of tho country who 
have roacbod man's estate and have 
not beoomo disqualiBed by insanity, 
crime, or profosfio i, lor yxorcihing tho 
the franchise. If wo tako the United 
Stales' of America, it. will be found that 
the matter stands just about as we 
have staled. And it oocurs to ua to 
remark that in tho United States tho 
question ba9 been raised as to nbether 
or not the franohise is too broadi It 
has been found that in proportion as 
tho coantry fills up, and centres of pop- 
Dlation bticome- dense the taxing power 
falls too much into tuo hands of that 
class whOj having do property to tax, 
are very much inclined to tax other 
peoples property without mercy. It has, 
indeed, been found that this class has, 
in some instanoos, crowded aronnd the 
ballor.-liox to such an extent as to cause 
others to retire Iroin tho political arena; 
and thus the country has been deprived 
of tlio worvioes of some of its best sobH 
eots. But it this cIbsb, which commonly 
oonstitates what is i illed the domo- 
ocati^ element — althoujih that term 
appe'ara.'to have got a llttio out of place 
in the neighboring Eopu'.jlic— has made 
itself fell in thin way in a oomparativoiy 
now country, how much greater reason 
would there bo to apprehend such con- 
sequenoes reaolting trom the nuiversal 
Butfroge principle in a country like Great 
Britam. It will r«adily oC3ur to the 
mind that universal snffrngo is less 
Ojmiatiblc with a monarchical than with 

■ a republican iorni ot Qjvernment. The 
reader will scarcely need to be told thnt 
la the old country universal sutfrago 
d03s not prevail. There tho franchise 
has been the subject of constant agi- 
tation and ropotttcd change, all, how- 
ever, lendiyg in tho one direction of ani- 
versal sufTrage. It wii. be romombor- 
ed that, three or four yern-a ago, when Mr. 
Gladstonoand Mr. Dis .veli were, bid- 
ding against one and r o ' \6t for popular 
favor, tho formsr was oontent to pre- 
sent a modera* j sohema an antidote 
to the more sweeping m.'asare of tho 
latterl Oo that oooasien both parties olaim- 
sd tbe merit of coinp: rative finality lor theii 
respeoiiva projaois. It wns asseitod thai, 
cilber would tiuvo the efleit ol clueing the 
Iranobise ooniroverioy during the lilatitne 
ol tbe preaent generailon. Even Mr Bright 
promised more seriously than the rest tbat 
be woald sot reopea tba question duriog 
bis lilutime, a,.proinifs wbiaU tbera ie evary 
reason to fear will b« kept for a reaton 
little prejeot to the mind cf Mr 
Bright ac the linio. But those wbo 
imagiued that the bill ol 18G7 would 
eatablisb a petinaaent barrier, tbe ' bard nod 
fait liDe,' to democrnoy must have over- 
looked the iteady lendeocy of baman tbougbi 
Bod opiaioD. It was mora tbao either OUd- 
BtoDo or Disrafcli could do to seal up the 
natural and ineviiable current ol public 
opicion in ila couri?t) towards the mutilalroiD 
Ol reputiliouniBm, All the ollioiol eeuliutj- 
«BX and r«d tape in the United Kingdom 
woald utterly fnil to acoomplish that. lu 
view of Ihesa bistorioal fact*, however, it is 
sornewbiit Burpri!iii|5 to tiod Mr Gladstone, 
at the end ol the last Boesion, infuriuitjf,' tho 
Hooea of Comaioiie that ibe iuitiiuiion ol 
nniversal .iuOrago baa already been cocoeded, 
' Jhe extension oJ tbe fraochise,' be said, ' ie 
an exteosioD nomioally from a £10 soSrage 
to boasebold sufiliugs, bat really, viriuallj, 
and in pricciple iiu txte.nsioa that is on- 
limited. VV hero we have adopted bouse- 
bold Buflraga we bafo, I ihiok, praolioally 
adopted tba principle tbat ovory man who 
is not disabled in point of ago, of ctimo, ot 
poverty , or through some otber poaiiive dia- 
qpalifioatioD, is puliiically competent to ex- 
ercise tbeeuljrage, and tbat it is a simole 
question ol iime and convenience when the 
auflrage is placed in hia bands.' It will 
readily be conceivoJ that the uiioranco ol 
snob wild democracy by tbe Prime Miuietur 
of Ureat Britain caused no litila asioniah- 
ment. Sumo of ibe leadiog papers assort that 
it oocasiooed contemptl Bat U would iip 
pear that, in the careletsness of bis impulsivi< 
rbeloric, tbe Prejiicr roally did not intend lo 
convey iba lull nioanini; words implied, 
(or be at coca revoried J the caoi.'o dcfiniiu 
and narrow doctrina of household guQruge 
lb coaalievi He^urded in the light of Eog- 
llsb poor and EiiKliah pauperism, one ex- 
perieooea some dlQjcalty is uppreheoding 
tbe exact eooae in which Mr Gladstone 
would uiaise ' poverty' a disfratichisinij con- 
dition under urjivereiil sullrnga. Alibouyh, 
aa bag baea admittod, the inovitublu too - 
deooy in ijloglaod, us elaowbore, is towardd 
democracy, it is queationable bow for the 
application of the nniversal euffroge pricciple 
could be benolicially applied to «uch dense 
oomrnuuiiies aeuro lound huddled togoiher 
in tbs lurjjer cities of ilie United KinRdom. 
In France we hate Been tho principle ap- 
plied to the olection ol a Legii.'ative Body ; 
botil must be remembereil tbat tba Body 
thus elected bo8 never ezerolsed any real 
political power, and it hau been very gen- 
erally folt that tho ))lebiBcito in that coun- 
try hue been in reulity notbiog moro ihuu a 
shadow. Id applying the subject to lintieh 
Cdumbia, it may be said that an entirely 
diUerant condition of things preseols iisolf. 
Here neiit.er daosity of popnlallon nor 
poverty present on obstaola to the safe 
Wjrkio(j ot univorHiil aullra«0. Oonfioo that 
teiiii to male BubjtclH ol full aga, aod no

Presbyterian Ordnrs and Protestaut 

Re Ditioii. 



A late number of the London Saturday Jie^ 
vieio contains an interuiting notice ot tbe 
Liverpool correspondence of Doctor John Oo- 
siu,UiBliop of Durham in tho titiio of Obarlas 
L; and the Presbyterian Oazette reviews the 
iSaiurday'a article. Dr Ooaiu WAi a High 
Churchman among High Obarobmen, and 
showed fidolitT to hia principles when it wao 
no lisht tbinif to do so — when iu fact tbo 
power of tho State was turned agfiinst his 
Church during tbe triumph of the ludepen- 
doiits. But nolwitbutiindinK his High Ohurcli- 
manship, aud although he held strong Sacrii> 
raootarian doctrines, he was ii strenuoua sup- 
porfer of the validity of Presbyteriin orders. 
' FolUwing,' says the Saturday Review, ' tlio 
opinions of his teacher, Urerall, Oishop of 
Coventry, be 'defended Presbyterian ordina» 
tion. There was no real inconsistency in doiag 
so. High views of tbe Sacraments aud bigb 
views of Epiaoopaoj do commonly go together, 
bat tbay are not logically connactod. There is 
no aort of oontradiotion in holding tbe most 
exalted notion of the Priestly character, and 
yet holding tbat that character may be passed 
OQ from one Priest to another, vritbout the 
iiecodsity ot any order higher than tbat of 
/'riest. Two facts on t'lis head soarH to be 
rather gonanilly forgotten. One is that tbe 
S»ven-fo!d .I/inialry of tUo Roman Chnrchdoes 
not recognize Bishops us a distinct order. Tho 
other is that in the English Ritual it is not the 
Bishop alone, but the Bishop and Presbytera 
by whom tho priestly ordination is conferred ' 
Tho Presbyterian yt/reae strongly approvaB the 
sentimeota both of Bishop Cosin and tbe lie 
view ; reiterates tbe argaments in favor of 
Orders conferred ' with the laying on of tb* 
bands of tbe Preabytery ;' and aeea in a candid 
disoaaaion of tbe* question tba firat opening 
prospect of a Re-Union of Reformed Christ- 
endom. Presbyterians, it says, hi'.vo , no doubt 
strong views on some points, but the highest 
of all dutiea should urge them to support gen- 
eral Uniaa. The great movement of Preiby 
lorian tJnion itself should be looked upon ai 
very secondary lo a moro general one. A little 
giving and taking between Epiacopalians and 
Presbyterians might make a Church which 
would bs at once trulf British and truly 
Amerloan. Tbe present wretched division is 
a disgrace to tbe Reformed Oburcbes, and a 
binderanci to tbe progreaa sf common Faitb.
